scarce covering their nakedness, with lit- 
tle or no food, and without raeansof pro- 
curing any. 
We found them cowering ov- 


er the fire-places of their miserable^.huts, 
whore the wind "whirled through? the' crev- 
ioesbetvoen the logs,'frightened-.at the 
approach of the Yankees,.who, they had 
been told, would kill them.- A more for- 
lorn, neglected setpftmmnn beings:! nev- 
er saw. 


General Sherman distributed to the no: 


groos with his own hands the provisions 
left here, and assured them that wo were 
their -friends, 'and they need not be afraid 
that we wore foes. Quo old man answered 
him : " I spose dat you'sft true ;. but, mas- 
sa, yoUjSe'll go awny to-morrow, and an- 
udder whito man wi'l come." He had 
never known anything but persecutions 
and fears from-tho white man, and had 
been kept in such ignorance of us that ho 
did not dure put faith in any white -man.

They are easily frightened; and full of su- 
perstition.

He hits a yet grander 
aim iu view. If.lit- succeeds, his name
